Council votes not to change Craig Street

The street known as Craig Street 
will continue to be called by its 
original name after the Clinton City 
Council voted not to adopt Ordinance 
No. 2013-10-01, an ordinance to 
change the name of Craig Street to 
Farm Bureau Drive in Monday night’s 


meeting. After a lengthy discussion 
over whether the council had the 
authority to change the street’s name 
through ordinance, Councilmember 
Ivan Potter had the only vote to 
adopt the ordinance, as the other five 
members of the council voted against 
adoption. 

Several members of the Clinton 


Woman’s Club attended the meeting, 
and the group’s current president, 
Lilly Kimbell, addressed the council 
concerning the history of the Craig 
name in the community’s history. 
Kimbell explained that Daisy Reed 
Craig donated the property that 
currently houses the library and 
Woman’s Club to the Woman’s Club 


in 1936, and in the 1970’s the club 
granted an easement to the City of 
Clinton for use of the alley now known 
as Craig St. Kimbell made known the 
club’s wish that the name of the street 
not be changed, and discussion ensued 
over the city’s legal authority to do so.

Local Farm Bureau agent John 
McCuiston was present at the meeting, and 
he stated that when he originally submitted 
a request to change the name of the street 
to Farm Bureau Drive, he was not aware of 
the history involved and had no intention 
of belittling history. McCuiston explained 
that when his office began to move into 
the building that formerly housed Grogan’s 
BBQ, there were four addresses assigned 
to the building, and it made just as much 
sense to put the office’s address on Craig 
Street. There are no addresses directly 
associated with Craig Street, and he did not 
foresee the controversy involved.

Councilmember 
Phyllis Campbell mentioned that further 
research of the history of the street should 
have been conducted prior to the drafting 
and first reading of the ordinance. The 
ensuing vote led to five to one majority not 
in favor of adopting the ordinance.

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Ten things to know about 
Kentucky’s new area code 


1. All current area code 270 
numbers remain unchanged. 
Everyone with a 270 area code 
number can keep it. Nobody is 
required to change their area 
code or phone number. 

2. The overlay affects both 
landline and wireless services. 

3. Area code 364 will be 
overlaid on top of area code 
270. That means that area codes 
270 and 364 will occupy the 
same physical space beginning 
March 2014. 

4. In order to distinguish 
between phone numbers with 
area code 270 and those with 
area code 364, 10-digit dialing 
will be required for all local 


calls within the overlay 

5. Ten-digit dialing also will 
be required for local calls into 
or out of the overlay in those 
areas that now allow seven¬ 
digit local calling across the 
area code 270 boundary. 

6. Ten-digit dialing means 
dialing the area code before 
dialing the number itself - for 
example: 270-555-1212 or 
364-555-1212. 

7. Long-distance calls 
within the overlay will require 
11-digit (1-plus) dialing, just as 
long distance calls to other area 
codes do now. 

8. A transition period, 
known as permissive dialing, 


will begin on August 3, 2013 
and end on January 31, 2014. 
During that time, local calls 
can be made using either seven¬ 
digit or 10-digit dialing. 

9. On February 1, 2014, 
10-digit dialing for local calls 
will become mandatory in the 
area code 270/364 territory. 

10. Numbers with area 
code 364 may be distributed 
beginning March 3, 2014. 
Telecommunication service 
providers may continue to 
distribute 270 numbers for 
as long as they have any 
remaining in their inventories.

Although I never served in 
the military we have many 
family members who have. 

The Vietnam Conflict started 
just as I was entering high 
school. Right away an older 
classmate was reported as 
Killed in Action (KIA). He 
was only 18 and a PFC in the 
US Marines. His picture and a 
small write up were carried in 
The Tennessean, our local daily 
newspaper. 

Indirectly I would say that the 
draft kept me in college. 

From 1948 until 1973, during 
both peacetime and periods 
of conflict, men were drafted 
to fill vacancies in the armed 
forces, which could not be filled 
through voluntary means. 

A lottery drawing - the 
first since 1942 - was held on 
December 1, 1969, at Selective 
Service National Headquarters 
in Washington, D.C. This event 
determined the order of call for 
induction during calendar year 
1970, for men born between 


Veterans Day 

January 1, 1944 and December 
31, 1950. Reinstitution of the 
lottery was a change from the 
oldest first method, which had 
been the determining method 
for deciding order of call. 

I remember clearly the annual 
drawing of birth dates in 1969, 
70,71 and 7 2. The first two years 
March 23 was 256 and 281, very 
safe numbers. Besides, the 1969 
draft lottery was for men born 
1944-1950. Since I was born in 
March 1951 that did not include 
me. The highest number called 
for possible induction (draft) 
that year was 195. 

In 1970 the highest number 
called was 125. That was for 
men born during my birth 
year. The third year it was 89 
for those born in 1952 and the 
fourth year it was low enough 
at 22 but for men born in 1953. 
Besides, I was able to maintain 
my IIS (student) deferment. 
And I had one flat foot. 

Those were very tedious 
times for young men. It seems 


every family included a 
member serving in Vietnam. 
My brother-in-law served there 
as a Sergeant. 

The drafts were shown on 
TV and I remember the blue 
numbered balls being drawn 
from a large glass container. 

Monday, May 11 is Veterans 
Day. It was first established in 
1919 as Armistice Day. In 1938 
it was changed to Veterans Day. 
In 1968 it was included as one of 
four federal holidays celebrated 
on Monday. It was returned to 
Nov. 11 in 1975. 

I truly appreciate all men and 
women who have served in our 
military, who presently serve, or 
who will serve in our nation’s 
military to protect our freedoms, 
which include freedom of the 
press to write columns such as 
this one and also the freedom 
of religion, not freedom “from” 
religion as our nation’s courts 
seem to interpret.

Avoid these common student 
financial aid mistakes 


Many students spend more 
for college than they should by 
making some common mistakes 
when seeking financial aid. 
Follow these tips from the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority (KHEAA) 
to make sure you get the help 
you need. 

Some people don’t bother to 
apply for financial aid because 
they don’t think they’ll qualify. 
But they should submit the Free 
Application for Federal Student 
Aid (FAFSA) to find out if 
they’re eligible for state and 
federal student aid programs. 
Not filing may hurt their chances 
of getting more free money for 
college. 

Another common mistake is 
waiting until the last minute to 
apply for financial aid. Some 
programs have deadlines, while 
others have limited funds. 
Students and families should 
submit the FAFSA as early as 
possible after Jan. 1 of each 
year. 

Colleges send each student 
who has applied for student aid 
a financial aid package. Students 


and their families should look 
it over carefully. They should 
compare offers if they have 
received offers from more than 
one school to see which one is 
the best deal. 

Students who need loans to 
help pay for college must be 
good consumers. They should 
apply for federal student loans 
before applying for private 
loans. Not all private lenders 
offer the same rates and benefits. 
Borrowers should pay close 
attention to what lenders call the 
back-end benefits: the interest 
rate and principal reductions 
offered when repaying the loan. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers Kentucky’s 
student aid programs, including 
the Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship

Board of Education announces its 


policy for free and reduced price meals 


Any interested person may 
review a copy of the policy 
by contacting Lynsi Barnhill, 
School Nutrition Director at 
416 N. Waterfield Dr. Clinton, 
KY 42031 or 270-653-2341. 

Household size and income 
criteria will be used to determine 
eligibility. Children from 
families whose income is at or 
below the levels shown may be 
eligible for Free or Reduced 
Price Meals. An application 
cannot be approved unless it 
contains complete eligibility 
information. Once approved, 
meal benefits are good for an 
entire year. You need not notify 
the organization of changes in 
income and household size. 

Application forms are being 
sent to all homes with a letter 
to parents or guardians. To 
apply for Free or Reduced 
Price Meals, households must 
complete the application 
and return it to the school. 
Additional copies are available 
at the principal’s office in 
each school. The information 
provided on the application 
will be used for the purpose of 
determining eligibility and may 
be verified at any time during 
the school year. Applications 
may be submitted at any time 
during the year. 

All children in households 
that receive SNAP or KTAP 
are eligible for free meals. 
Households are required to 
list on the application only the 
child’s name, SNAP / KTAP 
case number, and signature of 
adult household member. 

Foster children will receive 
benefits based on information 
submitted on the household 
application or information 
received from an appropriate 
agency. 

Children in households 
participating in WIC may be 
eligible for free or reduced 
price meals. Please fill out an 
application. 

Children enrolled in an 
eligible Head Start, Evan Start 
or pre-kindergarten class as 
defined by law. 

Household with children 
who are considered migrants, 
homeless, or runaway should 
contact the district liaison, 
Casey Henderson at 270-653- 
2341. 

For the purpose of 
determining household size, 
deployed military members 
are considered a part of the 
household. Families should 
include the names of the 
deployed service members on 
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their application. Report only 
that portion of the deployed 
service member’s income 
made available to them or 
on their behalf to the family. 
Additionally, a housing 
allowance that is part of the 
Military Housing Privatization 
Initiative is not to be included 
as income. 

All other households 
must provide the following 
information listed on the 
application: 

• Total household income 
listed by gross amount received, 
type of income (e.g., wages, 
child support, etc.) and how 
often the income is received by 
each household member; 

• Names of all household 
members; 

• Signature of an adult 
household member certifying 
the information provided is 
correct; and 

• The last four digits of the 
social security number of the 
adult signing the application 
or the word “NONE” for this 
household member if he or she 
does not have a social security 
number. 

If a household member 
becomes unemployed or if the 
household size changes, the 
school should be contacted. 
Such changes may make the 
student eligible for reduced 
price or free meals. 

Under the provisions of the 
Free and Reduced Price meal 
policy, Lynsi Barnhill, 270-653- 
2341 will review applications 
and determine eligibility. If a 
parent or guardian is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, he 
or she may wish to discuss the 
decision with the determining 


official on an informal basis. 
If the parent wishes to make a 
formal appeal, he or she may 
make a request either orally or 
in writing to Kenny Wilson 416

42031 {270-653-2341}. 

In accordance with 
the Sponsor’s disclosure 
agreement, the information on 
the Free and Reduced Price 
Meal application may be 
used by the school system in 
determining eligibility for other 
educational programs. 

Households notified of their 
children’s eligibility must 
contact the Local Educational 
Agency or school if it chooses 
to decline the free meal benefits. 

INCOME ELIGIBILITY

FOR FREE AND 
REDUCED PRICE MEALS 

Effective from July 1, 2013, 
to June 30, 2014 

To determine annual 
income: 

• If you receive the income 
every week, multiply the total 
gross income by 52. 

• If you receive the income 
every two weeks, multiply the 
total gross income by 26. 

• If you receive the income 
twice a month, multiply the 
total gross income by 24. 

• If you receive the income 
monthly, multiply the total 
gross income by 12. 

Remember: The total 

income before taxes, social 
security, health benefits, union 
dues, or other deductions must 
be reported.
